This amount is in addition to 


the million dollar bond issue ap- 
proved by the voters a few months 
ago. 


While it is generally admitted

completed for $1,000,000 it now 
develops that in order to provide 
a system which will prove adequate 
for many years 
to come, more 


money should be spent at this time 
than was planned when the im- 
provements were first suggested. 


Better Plant 


By spending this money now the 


system will be greatly improved 
fnd the earnings from the depart- 
ment will be sufficient to pay off 
the bonds when they become due, 
according to Beck. 


It has cost more money to com- 


plete the improvements than was 
originally figured 
on, 
due to 


changed conditions in the labor 
and material markets during the 
past few months.

ONEVOLUTION 


ELYRIA, March 9.—"Scientists 


themselves do not and cannot agree 
upon the question 
of evolution," 


said Dr. Neighbour, in his Sunday 
evening sermon upon "The Begin- 
ning of 
Man." 
"Darwin," he 


said, "put forth the theory as a 
mere hypothesis. Herbert Spencer, 
a philosopher, followed by weaving 
it into a plan of earth life and ex- 
istence, and today, the theory is 
put forth In our colleges 
and 


schools as though It were a prune 
fact. 


"At a meeting of the American 


Association for the advancement of 
science, held m New York City in 
December, 1916," continued the 
speaker, "man's relations to the 
ape was considered, and the prob- 
lem was'raised whether the ape is 
related 
to man 
by ascent or 


descent. In this same line, a noted 
anthropologist has issued a publi- 
cation m which he urges that 'the 
apes are to be recorded as degen- 
erate branches of the pre-haman 
stock.' In other words, that 'man 
is not descended from ape but the 
ape from man.' 


"Other leading scientists," con- 


cluded the speaker, "now discard 
the theory absolutely and consign 
it to the scrap heap. For instance: 


"Professor Con says: 'From its 


very nature, evolution i* beyond 
proof-' 


"Dr. Rudolph Schmidt Bays: 'All

utterly destitute of proof.'

transmutation of species.' 


"Thomas Carlisle says: 'Evolu- 


tion is a gospel of dirt.' 


"George F. Wright says: "The 


history of science is little else than 


one of discarded theories.' 


"Herbert Spencer, after cham- 


pioning the theory for years, in his 
eighty-third year, said: 'I wish in 
my heart I had never heard of the 
intellectual man with hit science, 
philosophy and logic.'"

(By International News Service) 
MEXICO CITY, March 9.—One 


large and several small new crat- 
ers 
have opened on Mt, Popoca- 


tepetl from which gas and smoke 
are pouring, but there 
is no im- 


mediate danger of a flow of lava, 
according 
to the findings 
of the 


special 
commission 
of scientists 


appointed by the National Geolog- 
ical Institute. The commission has 
3Uf,t returned to Mexico City with 
its report after undergoing severe 
hardships in order to observe the 
activities of the volcano. 
The ef- 


fect of the report has been to re- 
move much of the fear 
of the in- 


habitants of nearby towns that a 
great eruption was imminent. 


Senor Francisco de P. Tenorio, 


one of the members of the commis- 
Bion, in describing the trip up the 
mountain, said: 


"We 
started 
at Ameoa Meca, 


Ihen went to 
Athxco. 
There we 


spent the night and the following 
day trudged up to San Antonio de 
Los Ranchos. The next morning 
we reached Santa Ritay Tlamacas. 
At all these points 
we installed 


seismograph apparatus to observe 
1f there were any oscillations, but 
none was registered 


At Crater's Edge 


"After an arduous trip we reach- 


ed the very 
mouth of the crater. 


We were able to remain there only 
ton minutes because 
of the great 


"volume of smoke 
and 
gas being 


emitted. This filled our eyes and 
nostrils and we were compelled to 
prostrate our 
solves 
In order to 


pvoid 
being overcome. 
During 


these ten minutes we succeeded in 
filling several 
receptacles 
with 


particles thrown out of the crater. 
These we will carefully analyze to 
ascertain the

EFORE the passage of the Volstead Jaw an article 


on hiccough might have been more timely. 
But 


even in dry times and among prohibitionists this 


symptom is not uncommon! 


Some persons are more annoyed by hiccough than 


are others. 
With some persons, eating and drinking 


may be invariably followed by the symptom. 


Eating too much or too rapidly will induce hic- 


cough. Drinking a large amount of water and gulping 
it down may cause an attack. 


Hysteria or hysterical laughter may precipitate 


the trouble. 


In certain diseases hiccough appears as a late and 


unfavorable sign. For instance, it may occur in typhoid fever.
